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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: the claim recites "a driving 
force in the same direction" but the initial direction is not clear because the movable body moves 
in reciprocal directions. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 4, 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by Tierling 
et al. US pre-grant publication 2002/0030663. Tierling et al. discloses a vibration generation 
system with a drive signal 256 and accumulation signals 254 where the accumulation signals 
either excite (see the first part of signal 254 in figure 6 where the magnitude is rising) or damp 
(see the second part of signal 254 in figure 6 where the magnitude falls back to zero) the 
vibrations as described on page 4 paragraph 0053. 

In regard to claim 5, see Tierling et al. figures 5A and 5B. 

In regard to claim 7, see Tierling et al. page 4 paragraph 0053. Since the Tierling et al. 
device is controlled by a computer, a change in the computer program would produce 
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accumulation signals in different patterns. See also Tierling et al. figures 5A and 5B where a 
couple of drive signals are shown. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 3, 6 and 8-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record does not disclose or teach intermittent excitation signals in combination 
with the other features of claim 2. The prior art of record does not disclose or teach moving the 
movable body to the middle point of the stroke in combination with the other features of claim 
10. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Race 3,573,514 teaches a restoring spring for centering a coil in column 1 lines 40- 
42. However no motivation has been found for combining that teaching with Tierling et al.
